2.  Ho  will  ascertain  JAP.iN's  minimum  demands  re¬ 
garding  Manchurian  problems. 

3.  The  underlying  intention  on  tho  part  of  CHINA 
is  not  to  let  JAPAN  recognize  MANCHUKDO  for 
tho  timo  being. 

Moreover,  tho  report  has  boon  spread  that  CHIANG  TSUO-PIN 
is  returning  in  order  to  carry  out  CHIANG  KAI-SHEK 1 s  epochal 
policy  of  friendship  with  JAPAN .  By  naturo,  hov/ov  r,  tho  Ch.- 
neso  are  a  race  of  thorough-going  opportunists  and  have  no  sot 
plan  in  the-  msnagoment  of  administration.  Therefore,  they  will 
never  discuss  matters  seriously  w;th  tho  Empire.  All  of  their 
decisions  are  based  on  so-called  trends  (not  trends  in  tha  true 
senso)  i.  e.,  tho  sarrounding  atmosphere.  Even  whilo  conferring 
with  us,  if  the  atmosphere  in  BRITAIN,  AMERICA,  etc.  is  unfavor¬ 
able  to  us,  it  is  cl.ar  that  they  will  immediately  reverse  their 
stand.  They  aro  now  racking  their  brains  on  how  to  alienate 
J4.PAN  from  BRITAIN,  AMERICA,  PRANCE,  otc.  It  is  proper  to 
judge  that  ov.ry  a -luring  bait  offered  tho  Empire  proceeds 
from  this  motive.  Today,  there  is  not  a  single  Chinese  who 
may  bo  trusted.  This  is.  th:  source  of  CHINA’S  /internal/  dis¬ 
turbances  year  after  year. 

If  CHINA  is  really  going  to  discuss  matters  v-ith  tho  Empire, 
it  can  bo  confirmed  only  by  her  acknowledgement  of  tho  following 
matters: 

1.  To  rocognizo  that  ovory  problem  concerning  M.-NCKUKUO 
anc.  MONGOLIA  shall  bo  settled  be  two  on  JAPAN  and  fcAN- 
CIICi.UG;  and,  consequently,  to  withdraw  the  complaint 
to  the  League-  of  Nations  concerning  the  Manchurian 
question. 

2.  To  settle  every  problem  between  Japan  and  China  proper, 
after  agreement  to  tho  above.  (Tho  Empire  shall  show 
her  resolution  to  bo  indifferent  to  participation  of 
the  Powers  in  this  settlement.) 

In  short,  the  Empire  must  continuo  to  maintain  her  former 
attitude  until  China  approves  the  above  two  clauses,  and  must 
not  assume  an  attitude  of  seeking  an  easier  way.  Should  the 
Empire  chango  hor  former  attitude  by  b;ing  too  vagor  for  friend¬ 
ship  with  CHIN/.,  she  will  th  roby  incur  the  Fowo'rs1  suspicions, 
and  mcanwhilo,  will  run  the  extremely  great  risk  of  bringing 
about  a  handicap  which  CHINA  ill  again  turn  to  hor  advantage. 
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
